Eisenhower says his personal di­ 
plomacy has been so successful 
that It drove the Communists to 
extreme measures to block his 
Visit to Japan. 
The President told the nation 
Monday night that Russia a n d 
Red China forced the Japanese 
government to cancel the Tokyo 
trip because they realized his 
worldwide missions have helped 
to obstruct Communist imperial­ 
ism.

The fire destroyed approximate* 
ly 71 million pounds ol Cuban • 
grown sugar in the Revere sugar 
refinery warehouse and aboard the 
3.738 • ton Honduras freighter 
Choloma. 


NO 1NURIE3 were reported as • 
result of the four - alarm blaze 
that oroke out shortly before mid­ 
night although scores of firemen 
and crews of six fireboats were 
threatened with 
the poisonous 
fumes given off by the burning 
sugar. 
The blaze leaped from the moor­ 
ed freighter to a pier and to the 
three-story brick warehouse on the 
Mystic River that empties inla 
Boston Harbor,

About 200 fireman and four fire­ 
boats fought the fire far nearly 
four hours before it was controlled 
early today.

they are up in arm s against the 
•ath-taking provisions of the Na­ 
tional Defense Education Act of 
¡938. What's the reason? Swing 
fever, parental neglect, nuclear 
unrest — or it It their teachers? 
Thi« daring afterthought leap­ 
ed te mind in reviewing the Sen­ 
ate debate on the ripper amend­ 
ment which it now before t h e 
House. There was this nugget of 
wisdom from Senator Richard 
Russell of Georgia, who was ar­ 
guing to leave the act alone: 


•'I REGRET THAT some SO 
institution» — universities a n d 
colleges — have 
already 
an­ 
nounced their refusal to cooper­ 
ate in the atudent loan program. 
1 think. Mr. President, these in­ 
stitutions are wronging the young 
people of this country." 
Later in the debate, but de­ 
pendent 
on 
Russell's 
remark. 
Senator 
Dodd 
of 
Connecticut, 
went further in indicting the fac­ 
ulty group» which h»ve been in­ 
citing 
students 
to 
intellectual 
rioting i different In violence but 
not in kind from the snake-danc- 
ers of Tokyo* against the De­ 
fense policy 
of 
this 
country. 
Dodd said In 
a 
prepared 
ad­ 
dress : 


« . , THESE COLLEGE a n d 
educational spokesmen 
. . chose 
to repudiate a Governmem pro­ 
gram • . . to stir up the students 
against the act which is aimed 
to benefit them . . . chose to lik­ 
en our Government to the Nasi 
regim e of Hitler, to shod croco­ 


dile teara and to put on an air 
of persecution." 
Like the Japanese snake-danc- 
ers. the demonstrators against 
oath-taking 
are 
a 
pestiferous 
minority. Hie figures show that 
only 26 out of 1,330 institution» 
have declined to participate in 
the student loan program which 
is controlled by the objectionable 
oaths. Numbers are not v e r y 
meaningful, since nose-count mg 
never tells much about the rights 
and wrongs of anything. 


IN A CIVILIZED country the 
minorities are allowed to have 
their fling within 
limit». 
The 
thing which sent me digging back 
into the Congressional Record to 
review the Senate debate was an 
episode that happened 
several 
days later. 
During the testimony of 
Dr. 
Linus Pauling, the nuclear pa­ 
cifist, a spattering of frantic ap­ 
plause burst from a knot of col­ 
lege-age boys and girls when the 
witness seemed to 
be 
getting 
hostile toward the coitm ittee. 


I WENT BACK and interview­ 
ed them i not taking for a n y 
names) and discovered this un­ 
happy but prevalent 
situation. 
As between a hostile, lay-down- 
Vour-arms witness and the four 
U. S. Senators who were ques­ 
tioning 
him 
with 
the 
utmost 
courtesy, the Youth Movement 
was for the witness—and against 
the American Government. 
How did their twigs get bent 
that way? I think Senators Rus­ 
sell and Dodd suggested the an­ 
swer Te understand how t h e 
faculty groups have been lead­ 
ing their students wrong, let us 
summarize the oath-taking 
is­ 


sue. The student loans were au­ 
thorized by the 85th Congress on 
the Sputnik-scare argument that 
a National Defense 
Education 
Act should be passed 
to 
send 
more people to college. 


SINCE THIS was a quasi-mill- 
tary measure, it was 
thought 
that the students ought to take 
subsantially the same oaths that 
are required of ROTC students 
and scholarship beneficiaries un­ 
der the National Science Founda­ 
tion- These oaths asked of stu­ 
dent loan-takers are two in num­ 
ber. One simply and beautifully 
pledges allegiance to the Consti­ 
tution. The other declares that 
the taker is not a Communist and 
does not plan to help overthrow 
the USA. 
The 
anti-oaths 
agitatorg 
at 
first poposed both these oaths. 
When they couldn't rub out the 
pledge of allegiance, they con­ 
centrated on the anti-Communist 
statement 
In the final Senate 
action, the anti-Communist dec­ 
laration was killed, but a much 
stronger snd legallv-binding sub­ 
stitute by Senator Prouty of Ver­ 
mont was passed. Thu», despite 
much public misunderstanding, 
the 
anti-oath 
professors 
a n d 
their Senate cohorts took a beat­ 
ing. 


LEFT IN THE embattled air 
was the plaintive cry that Amer­ 
ican students were being “ singl­ 
ed out" for the anti-Communist 
Statement 
Well, why not' To be in the 
van of battle used to be consid­ 
ered an honor. Their teachers 
ought to teach 
these 
students 
that it’s a privilege to be first 
in anv fight against Communism. 
—Holmes Alexander.

"Absolutely NO 
brick 
stair­ 
way!” 


THAT WAS THE only thing I 
put my foot down on when we 
built. 
In my gay and gory journalist 
days, 1 was oflen assigned to the 
emergency hospital. If you look 
down the blotter of

emergencies, you twill 
find

' startling repetition: 
"Failing down stairs. 
Confu­ 
sions. possible skull fracture." 


WE BUILT A house of com­ 
parably soft wood. Wooden walls, 
wooden roof — < the kind t h a t 
catches on fire easily when the 
chimney blows sparks.> We built 
a wooden garage. 
What did we build for stairs? 
Brick. 
Not only that. When you tum­ 
ble down these badly-lit, h a r d , 
brick stairs, you land on a solid 
brick floor. 
If I were building a booby-trap. 
I would design such a house. 


I WORKED OUT the statistics- 
"Of 
five 
people 
admitted 
to 
emergency 
hospital, 
four will 
have injuries 
resulting 
f r o m 
household falls." 
I pointed out that frame houses 
stand safely during earthquakes. 
"Most persons injured in the 
San Francisco earthquake of 96 
were hit bv bricks from toppling 
chimneys." 


I GOT OUT THE blueprints. I 
showed how the stairway bricks 
hung like the sword of Damotles, 
right above the dining table. 
I painted a purple word pic­ 
ture. The festive family Is ga'h- 
ered around the festive board. 
The neighbors come In. They 
Rumble! Rumble! Crash' 
pick you up with the tjiing we 
u»e te turn pancakes with. 


EVERYBODY listeoed. T h e y 
said: "Gee, Daddy knows a LOT. 
doesn’t he?” 
Then we went ahead and built 
a brick staircase. 
It has kept us on our toes — 
for want of a better word. 


ONE HILARIOUS thing about 
this stairway — we will probab­ 
ly die laughing about it. O n e 
tunny tbing about it la the tele­ 
phone. 
We have a long cord on the 
telephone. And the cord stretches 
right across the stairs. It it as 
effective as a trip wire in 
a 
mine field- It is well camouflag­ 
ed — blends right in with the 
brick. 


CATCH THIS CORD just right 
with your foot and 
you 
come 
down like a stage comic. It is 
really comical and we all enjoy 
it. fOur insurance rates are a 
little high. But we all agree it 
is worth it.) 
The stairs turned out to be 
useful in a way I did not antici­ 
pate at all. And it shows. “ If 
you haven't tried it, don't knock 
It.” 
The stairs are open with 
a 
decorative, 
wrought-iron 
hand 
rail. 


WELL. YOU CAN reach up 
and put all kinds of things on 
the steps. Tilings you will take 
upstairs later. When you a r e 
on your way up. 
Things 
like 
skates and hair spray cans. 
"Just put it on the stairs." we 
»ay. ‘T'U take it up later." 
You are sort of reminded fo 
take things up this way. Because 
the thing» are 
right 
in 
your 
way. 


IT IS EXCELLENT tit your 
wav up. You van see the things 
sitting r> h t there. O', your way 
downstairs, you 
do 
NOT 
see 
them- The overhang of the stairs 
torts of hides them. 
But you notice them when you 
step on them. 
We stepped on a can of hair 
spray just 
this 
morning 
and 
came down like a plane with no 
wings. It made a fearful clatter. 
Livened up the breakfast table 
no end — that's one way of put­ 
ting it.

AT THE 
DRAMATIC m om ent 
when it becam e clear that Steven­ 
son was to be drafted. Leonard 
slipped out of the room and phoned 
his scoop to anchorm an W alter 
C ronkite at the convention hall. 
“ Good 
sto ry .” 
was 
Cronkite’s 
casual reaction. "It's com ing over 
the wir# right now.” 
The ousted mob of 
reporters, 
Leonard learned to his chagrin, 
had merely listened outside the 
door and h eard everything

w as going on inside the hotel room.
